The culling of laying hens will 
be one of the subjects discussed at 
the University of California Poul- 
try institute, April 5 and 6, on the 
Davis campus. 


when 641 hunters bagged 
pigeons. During the first three 
weeks of the season a total of 4,743 
hunters were checked with 8,808 
wild pigeons in possession. Game 
men estimated that an additional 
1,850 birds were bagged but not 
checked to bring the total for the 
three weeks in the area to 10,658 
birds. 

It was also estimated that. for 
every pigeon bagged .7 were crip- 
pled and lost. 

A field check in the Monterey 
area. showed 793 hunters killed 
2,782 pigeons. Small concentra- 
tion of pigeons were recorded in 
Springville, Tulare county and 
Keddie, Plumas county. 

It can be noted from the above 
figures that the hunters did not 
make much of a dent in the total 
pigeon population in the Mt. Abel - 
Mt. Pinos area. One of the reasons 
for this is the fact that the best 
of the wing shooting huntsmen 
find the wild. pigeon a very un- 
reliable target. He is a _ super- 
speedster and deceptively so, easily 
maintaining a 60 mile per 
level flight and diving even faster. 

Another factor is ‘misjudgment 
of distance, as the band tail is big- 
ger than it appears to be and some 


hunters think their quarry is clos- | 


er than it actually is. 
One expert hunter said to lead 


‘em twice as far as you think you 


|should and then double that.

Miss Mary Packard, he moved his 
mercantile business from his first 
location, which dated from about 
1860 and was on the northeast 
corner of Main and Oak streets. 
He went across the street to the 
west side of Main and built his 
store building about midway be- 
tween Mill and Oak (then Black’s 
Alley) and erected a residence 
north of it; this is the first picture 
of the history. But, as the picture 
is dated 1870 and thé square does 
not extend across the whole front 
of the building, it would seem that 
he had already added an addition 
on the north side of his store. 
Then Mr. Putnam erected a two- 
story brick building replacing this 
north addition; Hobart Webster 
described it as he saw it in 1884. 
The upper floor of this building 
was “Putnam’s Hall’’ referred to as 
the meeting place of Porterville’s 
earliest lodge, the ‘‘Ancient Order 
of United Workmen’’; and on the 
facade in one picture there are the 
letters AO UW. It was also used 
by later lodges and by the Metho- 


dist preacher from Vandalia and' 


by other preachers. 

South of Putnam’s store and 
half way to the corner of the block 
Hemi Olivier had a building put up 
in the 1870’s; it had an upper 
story with a gable and a door open- 
ing on a balcony over a porch. It 
was for the use of his mercantile 
business; but the severe loss sus- 
tained by sheepmen and other live- 
stock owners in 1877 caused Mr. 
Olivier to leave. He had married 
Margaret Kincaid, sister of James 
Kincaid of Frazier Valley, a teach- 
er; they and their children later 
were at Calico where he died; and 
she returned to teaching. 

Then Wm. Gordon had a store in 
this building; his wife and their

Tests show that potatoes receive 

more damage from rough handling 
in sacks than from any other har- 
vest operation. 
‘daughter (later Mrs. Gertrude Old- 
‘ham) lived in the rooms above. 
There is a picture, at this period, 
of the building much hidden in the 
trees that still grow along Main 
street; but as its exterior was 
never altered, the picture used is 
after it was bought by Sam Gilliam 
(son of Pastor Gilliam) and Guy 
!Gilmer (son in the Rufus Gilmer 
family — settlers south of the 
Slough in 1874). Besides a store 
they had the express office and the 
postoffice also had the scales in 
front as Gordon had had. 

About 1887 Wilko Mentz bought 
them out and continued these of- 
fices for awhile as well as his mer- 
cantile business. Between this 
building and Putnam’s were two or 
more shops; the one next to the 
Olivier building was the harness 
and saddler’s shop of D. 0. Ham- 
man, who sold to Wm. H. Traeger. 

Between the Olivier building 
and the south corner of the block 
were about three other smal] build- 
ings; in the second from the end 
was the restaurant and bakery of 
Fred Ackerman, who came to Por- 
terville about 1887 and at first 
'had a barber shop. Peter Ting 
followed Ackerman in the restau- 
rant. There is said to have been a 
barber shop in that locality. A 
picture shows a tailoring shop 
next to the corner saloon: of Pohl- 
man and Lewin in 1892. 

Meanwhile north of the Putnam 
residence, Dr. Pleasant Fair Chap- 
man opened the second Porterville 
drug store some time after he came 
to Porterville in the latter 1870’s. 
His wife and daughter (later Mrs. 
Trefry) used to visit with Mrs. 
Putnam through their windows. 
Dr. Chapman was a practicing 
physician and had many experienc- 
es going about with horse and 
buggy in those pioneering days. 
This end of the block had a row of 
saloons through much of its early 
history, ending at the corner with 
“The Office’ at one time and later 
with the ‘“Mountain Lion’’.

YOU HAVE probably read about 
the visit of Vice President Richard 
Nixon to Los Angeles early this 
week, but perhaps we can add a 
couple of “local color’ items con- 
cerning the luncheon given for the 


vice president at the Ambassador 
hotel We were somewhat 


"astounded by the metropolitan 


press photographers — some 12 or 
15 of them—who practically stood 
on each others shoulders when Mr. 
Nixon came in to be seated. Ser- 
geant-at-arms of the gathering at- 
tempted to ckear them away so a 
U.S. Navy color guard, consisting 
of uniformed Navy men at least 
seven feet tall, could bring in the 
colors, but the press was not to be 
moved. One photographer made 
this quite clear when he informed 
the sergeant-at-arms, ‘‘Look, I’m 
just a working man. If you want 
me to move, call the cops,.”’> . 
And in spite of the fact that flash 
globes continued to pop even 
through the _ invocation, one 
photographer missed an important 
shot, so the vice president and a 
couple of dignitaries were later 
called out of the hotel lobby to pose 
. . Bveryone was 
wearing paper badges bearing a 
large, ‘“‘Hi Dick”, and since wait- 
ers were also wearing these badges, 
Signalling waiters 
with a “Hi Dick.’’ But one waiter 
didn’t care much for this. His re- 
“Don’t call me Dick. 
I‘m a Democrat.” ... And Charlie 
Haener, of Porterville fixed things 
up nicely when some confusion de- 
veloped over one of the tables re- 
served for the Tulare county dele- 
gation, but which was occupied by 
a group of Los Angeles people. In 
attempting to get the Los Angeles

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people to move, Mr. Hascer’ ‘turned 


to a distinguished- -looking indi- 


vidual who was directing people to 
tables, and said, “Say, waiter, 
isn’t this table reserved?” To 
which the distinguished- -looking 
individual replied, “Sorry, but I 
don’t happen to be a waiter. I’m 
a county committee chairman.” 

. Since the luncheon, originally 
plannéd for a few hundred per- 
sons, developed into an affair for 
2,600, it was necessary to set all 
dining rooms in the hotel and 
carry the vice president’s talk to 
these extra rooms by closed circuit 
television. The boys who had this 
job, started work at 3:00 a.m. and 
didn’t get all the bugs out of the 
40-set system until less than a half 
hour before the luncheon was 
scheduled to start. Lamented the 
gentleman in charge of the TV 
crew, “If the sets work, no one 
will say a word, but if they don’t, 
man, will I be on the pan.” 


AND YOU'VE probably read the 
press reports on Mr. Nixon’s talk, 


-|but a few points bear repeating. 


“Foreign policy of the present ad- 
ministration is aimed at peace 
without surrender,” he said. Then 
he said that America today is 
stronger, militarily, than ever in 
its history, that first step in Amer- 
ica’s foreign policy is to keep the 
United States and the free world 
Stronger than any potential en- 
emy; that second step is to keep 
in Asia the strength necessary to 


resigt any further Communist ag- 
gression. He pointed out that tac- 
tics and strategy require that no 
line be drawn for the Communists, 


for that invites Communist aggres- 
sion at least to that’line. ‘This is 
the only policy that has a chance 
to keep peace, the only kind that 
has a chance to avoid surrender, 
And remember, President Eisen- 
hower knows more about warfare 
than any other man in America. 
He is a man who will never com- 
mit boys to battle unless it is ab- 
solutely necessary to save the free- 
doms for, which Americans have 
fought.” Then he pointed out that 
the present administration has re- 
stored loyalty, decency and honesty 
in Washington; that not for a 
single moment have the American 
people had to apologize or to feel 
embarrassed by the personal action 
of the president, Mr. Eisenhower.

, The method is quite simple. 
A customer, for example, on a 
$199 plan pays the store $10 
every month, and the customer 
can keep the account up to $100, 
‘or whatever limit is decided 
upon for purchase of anything 
from bobby aoa to grand pianos.

The public is told for this con- 
venience a small service charge 
is made. In most cases this 
“small service charge’ amounts 
to 1% per month.

Periodically, a big store sells 
its accounts receivable either to 
a large financial institution, or 
to its own chain headquarters, 
As store guarantees collection 
of accounts, interest rate is 
about 3% annually, or 4% of 
1% per month.. Thus the store 
makes an additional % of 1% 
per month or 9% per year.

From standpoint of public pol- 
icy, grave question arises as to 
whether bobby pins should be 
purchased on the installment 
plan. In fact, with many depart- 
ment stores operating liquor de- 
partments, this is tantamount to 
selling liquor on installment plan 
which has long been held con- 
trary to best public policy.

It is also quite obvious that 
average family, tied down- to 
making regular. monthly install- 
ment payments to one or more 
big chain department stores, are 
in no financial position to take 
advantage of offerings of inde- 
pendent stores. Thus, it might 
be said that through bait of 
“easy low credit terms’ big 
houses are making captives of 
consumers, thus blocking normal 
flow of commerce. 


* * * 

There is also the question of 
overall policy. Should a retail 
organization be permitted to en- 
gage, in the personal loan busi- 
ness, which is all that the so- 
called revolving plans amount 
to. And if chain department 
stores are engaged in the per- 
sonal loan business, should they 
not be subject to the same rules 
and regulations, including per- 
missible rates of interest, under 
which personal loan organiza- 
tions operate? As states regulate 
r -rsonal loan firms, should states 
or Congress attack problem? It 
appears action will be taken but 
it will be interesting to see on 
which level.
